Reed Addresses Many Thous-
and Maine Republicans.

DEMOUCRATIC RULE DENOUNCED

Canses of Present Industrial Depression
Clearly Set Forth—The Ex-Speaker
Well Recelved.

OLp Orcuarp, Me,, Aag. 25.—The
Republicans of Maine, secording to cus-
tom, held & grand rally bere this after-
noon, at which were gathered thonsands
from all over the state, as well s8 from
other parts of New England. Among
the epeakers were Hon. Thomas B. Read
and Hon. Lee Fairchild.

Mr. Reed’s appearance was the signal
for a wild demonstration from the en-
thusiastic crowd which lasted for seyeral
minutes. At its close Mr. Reed thanked
the people for the flattering reception
tendered him, and then proceeded with
hie discassion of the political issues of
the day.

In conclusion Mr. Reed said:

“These financial matters are governed
by natural laws and take their course
like the rolling of the ronnd earth or the
glitter of the stars. Suppose a man was
created full grown and set upon a soli-
tary earth facing the dawn., As the
panorama of sunrise, the march of the
fountain of light across the sky, the red
sunsst and the black darkness came
over him, what could he make of this
termination of this gorgeous pageantry
of the skies? Nothing but darkness,
desolation-and death and a wild calling
on the unknown God to help. Bat the
man who has irom earliest boyhood seen
the sun disappear into it bed to peep
up another day, may be ignorant of
Kepler's law and of Galileo’s faith, but
he knows no greater certainty on earth
than that the day followe night.

“A man who has only seen 1893 might
well wonder and call for reecue, but we
who have seen 1873 and have read of
1825 and 1851 1in England and 1837 in
Amnierica, know that we shall as as-
garedly rise again io business and pros-
perity as that the sun shall rige.

Be not deceived by a false prophet.
In the West they tell the people that
Maine is faltering. You and I know
ehe never was so steadiast, Here in the
East they tell us the West 1s blazing
with silver crozses and is crowned with
silver thorns, but when the tug of battle
comes the gallant West, peopled by our
children, will show to the world that
brothers truoe and tried who_ have fought
so many fights, shoulder to shoulder in
the great conflict of human progress,will
never be separated from each etber or

from that great party round which clust-
ered all the glories of the moet illnstri
years of this conntry’s history.”

A PALACE BOMBARDED

British Fleet Opens Fire on
Zanzibar,

THE USURPER FORCED TO FLEE

sons Billed--English Admiral
Now Holds the Town.

Zaxziman, Aug. 27.—The palace of the
gnltan of Zanzibar was bombarded this
morning, and 4t noon was a mass of
blazing roins. The usurping chieftain,
Seyyid Khalid, and the commander of
hig forces. Beyyid Bales, escaped to the
German consalate, where they remmn
under the protection of the German flag.

By § a. m. today over a handred Brit-
ish subjects and some other foreigners
bad embarked on the warships, the
Italiane going on board the Italian gan-
boat Volturno and the Germans seeking
safety at (German coneulate. A nawval
officer was sent to the palace square with
another message for Seyyid Khalid, ask-
ing him if he was prepared to surrender,
and again notifving him that the pulace
would be shelled at 9 o’clock promptly
if he failed to haul down the fiag. Sey-
vid replied that he would die sooner
than srfrrender, His snswer was con-
veyed to Admiral Rawson,

At 9 o'clock the flagehip signaled the
Raecoon, Thrush and Sparrow 10 com-
mence firing. A moment later the
cruiser and two gon boats opened fire
with their heavieet guns. Ten minutes
later they had sent a storm of shell and
shot into the palace, tearing big gape in
it, ecattering death and confusion among
its defenders, while dismounting some
guns ashore and puotting to flight the
gunnere handling the pieces. The fire
ol the warships was admirably directed.
Smoke was soon seen issning from sev-
eral parts of the palece. )

Duaring this time the 8t. George and
the Philowese were held in reserve, al-
though they oceasionally plumped a shot
into the enemy’s camp, adding to the
dismay of its defenders. The Racoon,
Thrush and Sparrow kept up the bom-
bardment until 9:50, when the palace
was tumblibg in roins and large rents
had been made in the barricade of the
sulten's followers, who answered the
fire of the warshipa with persistency and
gallantry, and did net stop firnng until
in response to flagship’s gignal of “cease
firing,”’ the guns of the warships stopped
ehowering shot and shell ashore,

The losses of the enemy are not known,
but muet have been heavy, especially
smong the defenderaof the palace proper.

During the bombardment the enitan’s
armed steamer Glasgow opened fire on
the British warships. A few well-aimed
ehells from the heavy guns of the Rae-
coon and a shot or two from the four-
inch gune of the Sparrow crushed
through and through ber, silencing ker
firein short order, Ultimately she sank
at her moorings. Soon after the palace
canght fire and the walle and roof were
sent flying here and there by shells,

Seyyid Kbalid snd Seyyid Sales, com-
mander of the nsurping enltan’s army,
escaped with some of their followers
through the back part of the palacs, and
harried to the German consulate, where
protection was accorded them. The
usurper fled inland.
